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THE YALE TAPESTRY 


ETWEEN a series of four panels of English tapestry, 

representing Indian scenes, in Glemham Hall, Suffolk, 

and the great American University there is a long- 

standing and strong connection. The founder of the 

university, Elihu Yale, was born at Boston, U.S.A., 
in 1648, but came to England with his parents when four years 
old, and twenty years later he went to India in the service of 
the East India Company, where, in time, he rose to be Governor 
of Madras. In 1699 he retired to England, a very rich man, 
very hospitable and of great liberality. His connection with 
America had never been dropped, and in 1718 he was implored 
to assist the collegiate school of Connecticut. He immediately 
despatched a cargo of books, pictures and other things, which was 
sold for the benefit of the institution. The new coilege building 
at New Haven was christened by his name, the title of “‘ Yale 
University ’’ being ratified in the Charter of 1745. One of his 
daughters and co-heirs married Dudley North of Glemham, 
son of the second Baron Guilford, and from that time the tapestry 
remained at Glemham until recently, when the estate was sold 
by Lord Guilford. 

The tapestries belong to a style which came into vogue 
in the last quarter of the seventeenth century, the composition 
consisting of a number of Chinese or Indian motifs arranged on 
a dark background, as in contemporary lacquered furniture. 
John Vanderbank, yeoman-arrasmaker in the Great Wardrobe, 
Great Queen Street, has signed several panels at Belton and else- 
where, and from 1690 to 1696 he wove nine pieces for the Royal 
palaces. In some sets the Chinese character preponderates, in 
others the figures are intended as Indian, though the architecture 
may be Chinese, as in the case of the tapestries from Glemham. 

The largest of these, which we illustrate, represents, in its 
chief incident, a concert. The largest group of figures shows 
a summer-house in front of which a rajah is seated, and to 
tight and left are three ladies, who may be dancers or singers. 


The large carpet of light tone gives this group great promin- 
ence and isolation, so much so that it casts in the shade the 
fine spectacle of a large mounted military band in full blast 
on the right. Lower down on the left are two lady members 
of the orchestra seated in front of a stand on which are vases, 
and playing respectively a drum and stringed instrument. To 
the left of the central group is placed a small house with people 
outside and looking from the upper window, while in the back- 
ground there rises an overhanging rock with flat top on which 
there is another tiny building and a figure. Various groups of 
Indians are scattered over the composition, each group gencrally 
having an “‘ island ’’ to itself ; some are engaged in disputation, 
others are regarding a fine tree, and some appear to be per- 
forming a mysterious rite below a tree. There are single figures, 
such as a bowman shooting a bird perched on a tree, and tiny men 
on the distant islands. A vast number of trees are dotted over 
the black ground, giving an effect of great richness, and every 
available space between them bears its herb or exotic flower 
in wonderful diversity. Among these are great solemn parrots 
of brilliant plumage, parakeets and other birds, and here and 
there are blades of grass, so that there is no considerable surface 
of background empty, The composition of this type of tapestry, 
in one principle, is a return to the early Gothic hangings— 
there is no arrangement of lines or masses leading up to a central 
motif, such as one finds in the Raphael cartoons, for example. 
It has this advantage: part of it may be covered up or cut away 
without grave injury to the general effect. Again, in altering 
the size of cartoons to fit certain rooms for which a tapestry was 
to be woven it was as easy to add a few more “ islands” to the 
composition at the top or at the sides as it was to reduce the 
size by cutting others off. When a cartoon had to be reduced 
even to nearly one half, the effect was still good—something 
like the smaller tapestry, which, apparently, is illustrative of 
“The Toilet ”’ in the Glemham set.

The chief subject occurs in the left bottom corner of the 
composition, where a servant appears with a ewer and dish on 
the right of the group of three persons, one of whom is evidently 
using a mirror. Above, on an island containing a huge rock, 
is an assembly of people in attendance, and to the right, almost 
in the middle of the composition, a lady is promenading with a 
child. Other groups herein are ‘‘ The Lovers,” the servant and 
master, and porters and others on a bridge. Other features 
of importance are the great overhanging rock on the extreme 
right, with figures promenading near the edge of the cliff, the 
brilliant birds and the luxuriant trees. 

Subjects of other panels in the “ Indian ”’ set of tapestries 
are ‘‘ The Palanquin’”’ and ‘“‘ The Repast.”” In the former the 
central group represents a reclining rajah in his palanquin being 
borne by four men, preceded by two officers of the household, 
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one of whom beats a triangle, towards 
a mansion or tent where ladies await his 
arrival. There is a fine tapestry of thi: 
subject at Adlington Hall, and ye‘ 
another, the property of the Hon. H. D. 
Maclaren, which figured in the Loar 
Exhibition of textiles held in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, 1920, and was illus- 
trated in Country LIFE, December 12th, 
1920, page 794. In it, however, the 
figures are not quite the same as in th 
Adlington example, and the design is 
reversed. The same owners hav 
versions of ‘“‘ The Repast,’’ which shows 
a monarch and his queen reclining in 
a tent with attendants bringing foo: 
or wine. The “Concert,” again, is 
repeated at the Vyne and also in a 
tapestry which has passed to America. 
In both these the design is reversed and 
its height shortened. 

The “ Yale” or Glemham tapestries 
are enclosed in borders of similar design. 
The horizontal bands have vases in the 
middle, with festoons of flowers tied 
with ribbons, while the vertical strips 
show monkeys, parrots and other birds 
with ribbon-tied pendent flowers. In 
the middle of these are cartouches con- 
taining a palm or banyan tree. It may 
be an allusion to Elihu Yale’s connection 
with Madras. The ground of the border 
is a rich but quiet red, which enhances 
the decorative effect of the black ground 
of the panels. 

The prevailing colour note through- 
out the details of the Yale tapestries 
is cream, and the colour scheme used 
in rendering the forms is almost opalesque, or mother-o’- 
pearl. With this there are brilliant notes in rose, green 
and blue, sometimes approaching the exquisite quality of 
jade. The panels measure 17ft. gins. by toft. high, 13ft. 
by 11ft. high, toft. 6ins. by 11ft. high, and 8ft. gins. by 
11ft. high. 

Pity it is that English historical works such as these should 
run the risk of leaving the country for ever, but they stand in 
this danger. They are to be sold at Messrs. Sotheby’s on 
July 18th, immediately after the sale of the furniture from 
Newburgh Priory. If they are destined to leave us, let us 
hope it may be at the instance of some wealthy patron who 
will lose no time in bestowing them on the great university 
which arose by the liberality of their first possessor—and so 
complete his work.

MR. C. D. ROTCH’S COLLECTION of EIGHTEENTH 
CENTURY MIRRORS 


HE mirror, a composite object made up of glass plate and 
frame, continued to be an expensive article throughout the 
eighteenth century, owing to the slow process of casting 
the glass, grinding, polishing and foiling it before it came 
into the hands of the framer. The casting or running of 
mirror plates was invented by a Frenchman, Bernard Perrot, whose 
‘new invention ’’ is mentioned in 1672; and this method enabled 
larger mirrors to be made ; for blown-glass plates were not satis- 
factory when above ‘‘45ins. or at most 5oins. long and of a breadth 
proportionable,’”’ plates exceeding these dimensions not having 
sufficient thickness to bear the grinding, and also being subject 
to warping. The processes of grinding and polishing were, 
until the last years of the eighteenth century, carried out by 
hand ; and the innovation of the steam engine in 1789 to grind 


-and polish was considered “‘ a very curious piece of mechanism.” 


In the framing of mirrors of the late seventeenth century 
marquetry or veneer usually covered the heavy convex section 
of the frame, while occasionally the mirror was set in glass borders. 
The foiling then and later consisted of silvering the plate by 
the mercurial process. 

About 1710 a revival took place in the state of the English 
glass trade, especially in flint and looking-glass, and the member- 
ship and character of the Glassmakers Company improved. 
This coincided with the popularisation of mirrors ; and a number 
are met with of the early eighteenth century in which the plates 
are set in a simple walnut framing usually enriched with a gilt 
moulding. A paper of Steele’s in the “ Lover,” for 1714, indi- 
cates that there was a very satisfactory export trade to foreign 
countries in mirrors; and in Defoe’s estimate, in the “Complete 
Tradesman,”’ of the expense of fitting up a tradesman’s shop in 
1710 ‘‘ two large pier looking glasses and one chimney glass 
in the shop with one very large pier glass seven foot high in 
the Backshop”’ are considered by him desirable. Such ‘tall 
mirrors were narrow, and made up of two or more plates: 
glasses in one piece of any size are noted, for we find in

In the early eighteenth century, mirrors with glass frames, 
and also with walnut and gilt frames, were both in favour. 
The frames of the early Georgian gilt and parcel-gilt mirrors 
are usually of architectural character, the broken pediment 
enclosing a shell or an elaborate carved cartouche set in the 
centre. The frames usually have the upper corners of the 
architrave kneed, and a gilt drop and fruit, flowers or husks 
sometimes descends from this point to the projecting lower 
shaping of the frame, while the moulding next to the glass and 
surrounding the frame is gilt. The mirrors and an accompanying 
console table in Mr. Rotch’s collection, which, with his furniture 
(illustrated in the previous article), are left by him to the Victoria 
and Albert Museum by legacy, are excellent examples of the 
early and middle Georgian date. 

The two frames, which are veneered with walnut (Figs. 3 
and 4) are of similar character, the detail of the gilded orna- 
mental carving and mouldings being remarkably preserved, 
and contrasting effectively with the rich figure of the veneer. 
In the gilt mirror the enrichment is typically Palladian, crossed 
palm branches centring in a shell filling the frieze, and a second 
shell the space in the pediment opening Metal candle arms 
were fixed at the bottom of such mirror frames, but it is unusual 
to find these still in position, a socket or a mark of its position

being all that usually remains. The original and elaborate 
sconce arms are present in the circular mirror, in which the 
mask of the Sun God, his hair looped up in the familiar knot, 
occupies the centre, some of the rays stretching to the frame and 
marking the junction of the four separate plates. The same 
device is found on a circular mirror at the Vyne (illustrated in 
Country Lire, May 2ist, 1921). The frame is carved with 
flowers, a treatment which was combined with, and was also a 
pleasant alternative to the mid-eighteenth century rococo. 
Such designs came to ‘be the province, not of architects, but of 
expert carvers and gilders, who pressed into this design the 
extravagant motifs of the rococo and Chinese influences. The 
names of many frame-makers, carvers and gilders are preserved 
in their pattern books and designs, such as Thomas Johnson, 
Lock, Chippendale, and others, besides unfamiliar names whose 
only memorial is a trade card. 

Though, in England, mirror-making was centred in Vauxhall, 
there were tradésmen in Edinburgh capable of making them, 
for, in 1704, payment was made by Lady Grisell Ballie to an 
Edinburgh tradesman, for a ‘ chimney-glass and silvering.” 
Perhaps this was not equal to London work, for in the same 
year, ‘‘ chimney and panel glass’ were shipped to Leith for the 
Baillies. By the evidence of an account, dated 1711, the framing 
of mirrors with “corners and slips wrought with flourishing ”’ 


“was undertaken by English workmen.

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GROUSE PROSPECTS 1924 


O forecast grouse results is always 

a difficult task; to generalise is 

impossible except on rare occasions, 

but by reviewing the weather and 

other conditions of the past months 
we can closely estimate tendencies. 

So far as Scotland is concerned the 
season is not expected to be a good one; 
on the other hand, there are very few 
districts where grouse will be a_ total 
failure. There is hardly a county that has 
not suffered from the normal spring mor- 
tality commonly known as “ grouse 
disease,’ and technically as 
“ strongylosis,’’ but the attack has in 
most cases been a mild one and the 
mortality has been chiefly confined to 
cocks. This in itself would not be suffi- 
cient to account for the unfavourable 
prospects ; for on many of the most heavily 
stocked moors an attack of spring mortality 
is recognised as an ordinary occurrence 
and does not greatly affect the bag, unless 
it assumes a severe form. So long as the 
mortality is confined to cocks the stock 
as a whole suffers comparatively little 
diminution, for the males have done their 
duty to posterity before the spring disease 
sets in, hence the loss of what may be sur- 
plus is a matter of small concern. It is 
different when the infection spreads to the 
hens, for not only is the death of a hen bird 
equivalent to the loss of a potential covey, 
but the fact of one being heavily infested 
by the strongyle parasite reduces her 
vitality and, though she may not die, she 
will lay fewer eggs and these will be less 
fertile than if she were in perfect health. 

Since the chief predisposing causes of 
strongylosis are (1) overcrowding, causing 
increased danger of infection, and (2) 
unfavourable food conditions, causing loss 
of vigour in the bird and reducing its 
power of resistance, it is when both con- 
ditions are combined that the most severe 
outbreaks occur. 

During the spring of 1924 the general 
prevalence of disease was due to the second 
cause rather than to the first, for there was 
very little overcrowding anywhere. This 
undoubtedly saved the country from 
a really serious outbreak of disease, for 
the food conditions were universally un- 
favourable. A severe winter with more 
than an average snowfall probably did no 
harm, but a cold, bleak spring, marked by 
frost alternating with heavy rainfall, re- 
tarded the growth of heather. Thus at 
the time when there.ought to have been a 
fine flush of tender young shoots on the 
heather plants all that could be seen was a 
discoloured and apparently lifeless mass 
of rusty foliage. The food conditions 
were, indeed, so bad that it is surprising 
that the mortality was not more marked. 
The comparative mildness of the attack 
was shown by the fact that there were 
few single birds and barren pairs, nests 
were fairly well filled and hatching was 
moderately good. There were no reports 
of nests containing only three to four 
eggs or of clutches where more than half 
the eggs were left unhatched. In spite, 
therefore, of the general prevalence of 
spring disease, 1924 would probably have 
turned out a good average season had it 
not been for an unfortunate breakdown 
in the weather during the nesting and 
hatching seasons. 

The evil effect of bad weather on the 
eggs and young of grouse is often greatly 
exaggerated. Gamekeepers in particular 
are unwilling to admit even to themselves 
that their stock can be unhealthy, and 
ascribe all casualities to such causes as 
frost in April, heavy rain in May, drought 
in June, or such other variations in the 
weather as may offer themselves as possible 
causes of loss. It is now clearly established 
that the direct effects of bad weather, 
except in extreme cases, are almost 
negligible. The grouse is a hardy bird, 


its eggs are seldom affected by frost and 
retain their fertility even though covered 
by snow or submerged in water for long 
periods. Young grouse, unlike partridges, 
are not susceptible to climatic extremes 
and do not die of cold or wet or drought. 
But there may be times when the foregoing 
generalities no longer apply: snow may lie 
so long that the parent birds lose their 
nests, raging floods may scatter the eggs, 
chicks may be washed away and drowned. 
These were the extreme conditions which 
prevailed to a greater or less extent during 
the spring and early summer of 1924, 
and their effects have shown themselves 
in the reduced size of coveys and the 
large proportion of second broods. These 
losses of young birds, coming immediately 
after the losses in the adult stock, caused 
by spring disease, will result in a shooting 
season below the average in most districts 
and far below the average in some 
districts. 

The foregoing remarks apply generally 
to Scotland as a whole, but like all gener- 
alities they admit of numerous exceptions in 
particular cases. There are a few districts 
where the spring disease was really severe, 
there are other districts where no deaths 
from this cause were reported. As regards 
the weather in the nesting season this 
varied so greatly according to situation 
and altitude that even in the same county 
there may have been extremes ranging 
from very good to very bad. It will be 
recognised that with so many combina- 
tions of favourable and unfavourable 
factors the results from different moors 
must vary greatly, and in order to arrive 
at a more definite conclusion it will be 
necessary to give a brief summary of the 
reports received from different parts of 
Scotland. 

Beginning in the extreme _ north, 
Caithness presents an interesting problem, 
for the moors in the south of the county 
report heavy losses from disease and poor 
prospects, while those in the north report 
a clean bill of health and good prospects. 
As we come farther south there is an 
ominous absence of reports, and this fact, 
taken in conjunction with rumours of 
heavy losses in Sutherland and on the 
Caithness-Sutherland boundary, does not 
encourage a prolonged enquiry, so we 
hasten with rising hopes to consider Ross- 
shire. This county yielded some excellent 
bags in 1923 and a fine breeding stock was 
left; there was a good deal of disease in 
the spring, but the deaths were chiefly 
confined to cocks; nesting and hatching 
were only moderately good. So far as can 
be judged by the reports the prospects 
are distinctly good on some moors and 
fairly good on others, but in all the com- 
munications received from this county 
there is an undertone of anxiety and it is 
clear that a bumper year is not expected. 

Inverness-shire as a whole is expected 
to be below the average, especially in 
Upper Strathdearn, where the breeding 
stock was far below normal. Over the 
greater part of the county there were 
losses from disease among both cocks and 
hens, clutches were below the average and 
hatching was not good. In Badenoch the 
prospects are better and on some moors in 
this district average bags are hoped for. 
Young grouse will be late and the low 
ground will be better than the high ground. 
In Lochaber and the Beauly district 
conditions were better, for there was no 
spring mortality and young grouse are 
reported to be early and numerous. 

Morayshire suffered from the same 
conditions as Inverness-shire, but not 
to so great an extent. Both nesting and 
hatching were fairly good, but there was a 


shortage of breeding stock. A fair season” 


is expected. 
Banffshire has not yet recovered from 
the effects of the overstock in 1922, 


breeding pairs were below the average, 
there were some losses from disease and 
nesting and hatching were only moderate. 
Bags will be below the average, though 
better, probably, than in 1923. 

The conditions in Aberdeenshire were 
similar to those in Banffshire, yet a note 
of hope is sounded from a moor on Deeside 
where the season is expected to be better 
than the average. In Strathdon a fair 
season is expected, though the low ground 
is reported to be better than the high. 
Young birds are late and there wil! 
be a good many cheepers on the 12th. 

In Kincardineshire and Forfarshire the 
reports are somewhat contradictory, but 
on the whole not unfavourable. There was 
little spring mortality, nesting was good 
and hatching fairly good; some coveys 
are well grown while others are very late. 
The low ground is expected to show the 
best results. An average season may be 
expected. 

In Perthshire the prospects are dis- 
tinctly good. The breeding stock was well 
above the average and though the winter 
was severe the weather in the spring was 
more favourable than in other parts of 
Scotland. There was very little mor- 
tality ; nests were well filled, with hatching 
good in some districts but only fair in 
others. There will be many late birds 
on a moor in Glenlyon; some broods 
hatched out on April 26th, other nests 
did not till June 25th. On the same 
moor eggs which had been buried in the 
snow for three days in May were bleached 
almost white, but hatched out as well as 
those laid after the snow had gone. A 
Vermin Club was established in this county 
at the end of 1922 and its efforts have 
already resulted in a marked decrease in 
the more destructive enemies to grouse. 

The reports from Argyllshire are quite 
satisfactory. In Kintyre and the Loch 
Fyne district stocks have now recovered 
from the reduction in numbers caused by 
war conditions. Last year’s bags in Kintyre 
attained the pre-war average and would 
have been larger but for the unfavourable 
weather in the shooting season. As a 
result, too many birds were left in this 
district and there have been some losses 
from spring mortality. This has caused 
reporters to be somewhat cautious in their 
forecasts, but from what the writer has 
himself observed there does not appear to 
be much cause for anxiety. Nests were 
nicely filled and hatched well, and young 
birds are now looking well though some- 
what backward. Farther north, stocks 
are still below their pre-war numbers 
and will probably not recover completely 
until the vermin has been further reduced, 
not an easy task in a county where larg 
areas are unpreserved. A Vermin Club ha; 
been in operation for the last three-and-<- 
half years with excellent results in Kinty: : 
and the south, where most of the estate; 
are well keepered. The reports from Isla ’ 
and Jura are quite satisfactory and tl 
prospects in Arran are decidedly good. 

Stirlingshire and Dumbartonshire ha: ° 
suffered little from spring mortality, nestir 
and hatching were satisfactory, bat the: ° 
were losses among young birds by floodiv : 
in May, thus reducing many of the earli: © 
broods to two or three young birds. T!° 
prospects are reported to be fairly goo 
especially on the low ground. 

The South of Scotland, always excep: - 
ing the Pentlands, Lammermoor and Moo - 
foot Hills, has been rather under a clow ! 
since the war. The causes are not far ‘> 
seek and may be briefly summarised « : 
(1) Overburning of heather, (2) Break-u) 
of estates and consequent neglect of 
preservation, and (3) The lack of larg 
areas of really good grouse ground from 
which neighbouring moors can be replen- 
ished by immigration after bad seasons.

There has been some talk of establishing 
a Vermin Club for the Border Counties, 
and there is no doubt that this, combined 
with better control of heather burning, 
would greatly assist in restoring the stocks. 

Reports from the Pentlands, Lammer- 
moors and Moorfoots are contradictory. 
Generally speaking, a light stock was left 
from last season, there was little spring 
disease and nesting and hatching have 
been good. Bags are expected to be 
below the average, though better than 
last year. Young birds are backward. 

The group of counties comprising 
Peebles, Selkirk, Lanark and Ayrshire 
were generally handicapped by shortage 
of breeding stock, but in other respects the 
conditions have been more favourable 
than farther north, There was very little 
spring mortality, nesting and hatching 
were good and bags are expected to be 
better than last year. Selkirkshire in 
particular is expected to be well over 
the average. : 

The reports from Roxburgh and 
Dumfriesshire are varied. There was some 
spring mortality and, although nesting 
was fairly good, hatching was very irregular 
and young birds are to be seen in all 
stages of age and size. Some nests were 
not hatched out at the end of June. 

The reports from Kirkcudbright and 
Wigtown cannot be regarded as particularly 
cheerful. On the majority of moors in 
these two counties the breeding stock was 
below the average and where it was up 
to or above that level it was reduced by 
disease; in some cases the outbreaks are 
tgported to have been severe. Nesting 

nd hatching were fairly good, but bags 
are not expected to be up to last year’s. 

When we turn to England we find 
the conditions were somewhat similar 
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to those in Scotland, but in a more ‘ten. 
sified form. It is true that in Nor ham. 
berland very little spring mortalit: was 
reported while nesting and hatching were 
good, but “ what were splendid pro.:pects 
were ruined in a day.” In Alle idale 
for example, on May 31st and Jure 1s 
3}ins. of rain fell in thirty-six hours and 
the majority of broods were reduc:d by 
drowning to one and two young birds, 
Cumberland escaped this visitation and 
from that county the prospects ace re. 
ported as ‘“‘ good” from one moor, but 
only “ moderate ”’ from another. 

In Yorkshire, however, the Spring 
mortality seems to have taken heavy toll 
of the adult birds; on one moor in the 
West Riding nearly half the stock js 
believed to have perished and the hens 
that survived nested badly. On other 
moors the outbreak was not so severe, 
for although both cocks and hens were 
found dead, nests were in many cases well 
filled. Hatching, however, was generally 
poor and, to add to a series of misfortunes 
already almost overwhelming, floods in 
May destroyed large numbers of young 
birds. In the circumstances one cannot 
but admire the optimism of one correspon(¢- 
ent in the West Riding who describes the 
prospects as ‘‘ moderate ”’ ; all other reports 
vary from “ not good ” to “‘ very bad.” 

In the Peak district of Derbyshire 
the prospects are equally poor. Many old 
birds died of disease, hatching was bad 
and young birds are late and few. 

In Lancashire there was a good dealof 
mortality in the spring, mostly confined to 
cocks. Nesting and hatching were not good 
and the prospects are reported as “‘ bad.” 

By the few reports received from 
Wales the prospects appear to be good. 
There was no spring mortality to speak of, 
nesting and hatching were good, but young 
grouse will be late. A. S. LESLIE,

THE KEEPERS’ BENEFIT SOCIETY. 


E received an invitation to 

attend the annual meeting 

of the Keepers’ Benefit So- 

ciety, but as I was unable 

to attend the following re- 
marks must of necessity be based on the 
circulated report of the proceedings. Some 
twenty-eight years ago I closely analysed 
the position of this society and wrote a 
report on its actuarial position which 
the then secretary, Mr. Bancock, begged 
me not to publish as it anticipated the 
quinquennial valuation then under pre- 
paration. Consequently I have watched 
its subsequent career with more than 
ordinary interest. The present position 
is 213 gamekeeper members, of whom 
61 are drawing pensions, the balance 
being active workers who subscribe about 
£150 a year among them with a view to 
qualifying later for benefit. These con- 
tributions have been supplemented in the 
past year by £414 honorary member sub- 
scriptions, £106 on account of donations 
and £351 interest on invested funds. 
Pensions to benefit members absorbed 
£960, which works out at nearly £16 each. 


there are many gamekeepers who are 
insufficiently attached to a_ particular 
estate or master to look thereto for solace 
in old age or disablement, likewise there 
are many shooters whose _ obligations 
to gamekeepers are general rather than 
confined to particular individuals. The 
society, very rightly, has sought to bring 
the two groups into conjunction. Why 
it has failed to achieve the standard of 
double-barrel membership which consti- 
tutes success is perhaps a debatable 
issue, but one on which many will hold 
definite opinions. The estate owners 
who do all possible for their emp‘oyees 
feel no obligation to subscribe, while the 
unattached shooter is seemingly indifferent; 
possibly he regards the generous sys‘em of 
tipping which prevails as a sufficien- con- 
tribution to the stocking, or, again, that 
unemployment benefit and old age pensions 
have relieved him of responsibility. Since 
the invested funds amount to but {6 
per capita of benefit members the 
situation is not easy. On the other }.anda 
widespread appeal for increased sul)scrip- 
tions in aid does not offer the justifica 
tion that a material percentage cf the 
class whose claims are being urged would

Working expenses are not stated. The 
Earl of Kintore, who presided, after 
reviewing the financial progress of the 
past year, described the position as not 
very satisfactory and as demanding an 
increase in the list of subscribing members. 

The situation is one which certainly 
demands consideration, for clearly 213 
gamekeeper members is not representative 
of the true extent of their useful calling. 
That the society has not at any period 
of its career received support in propor- 
tion to its widespread appeal and, I might 
certainly add, good management, is a 
matter which would justify a comprehen- 
sive survey of the conditions. Theoretically

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AN EGG GUN MADE IN 1797. 


I presented some while back of a Joe 
Manton gun. This still earlier specimen, 
by his contemporary Egg, is even more 
interesting as a type and vastly more 
so in that the personality of its original 
owner makes it unique. My view has 
somewhat strained the top aspect in order 
to reveal the Prince of Wales’ feathers 
which are silver inlaid on top of the 
grip. Gold inlay of sporting subjects 
on the lock-plates, solid silver trigger- 
guard and butt-plate all confirm the sug- 
gestion that the gun in its day was an 
altogether special production, in a word 
it was made for the then Prince of Wales. 
The hall-mark on the silver is absolute 
as to date, this being 1797. Thus it was 
George IV for whom as Prince of Wales 
the gun was made. My own inference 
is that the occasion of its production 
was D. Egg’s ambition to secure the Royal 
Warrant. The owner of this gun is Mr. 
J. H. B. Manley of Burgh-by-Sands, Car- 
lisie, and he has written me a number 
of letters on the subject which reveal him 
an enthusiastic collector and a keen stu- 
dent of the period which he favours. 
To Mr. Arthur Howell of Birmingham 
I am also indebted for having attended 
to the details of packing and despatch. 
In Mr. Manley’s opinion Egg excelled 
all his contemporaries in the very fine 
finish of his work, actually surpassing the 
brothers Manton, whose greater celebrity 
was occasioned by Joe’s resource as an 
inventor. That the Egg gun here illustrated 
is for sale at a price is both good and bad 
news in the same breath. If I had {£100 
absolutely without occupation I would 
make a bid of that amount, and if the 
gun became mine would make dispositions 
ensuring it a place where the public might 
enjoy its possession. Of subscription lists 
we truly have enough, and yet no fitter 
object for another could be found.

In these days we should call it front- 
heavy, but having regard to the date of 
its production must realise that it repre- 
sents the first genuine success in making 
sporting firearms true exemplars of artistic 
handicraft. Improvements since have 
maintained the traditions set at this date, 
and we still regard the gun as a bulwark 
against modern efforts to emasculate 
beautiful and useful form through the 
medium of machinery. Granting the 
artistic stimulations of such an example 
of early work we may still devote attention 
to the curious problems of aiming which 
were occasioned by the two upstanding 
hammers or cocks. My photographs reveal 
some of the difficulties of conveying a 
pictorial effect of the eye impressions 
when aligning such a gun on the bird. 
Is the eye analogous to the camera lens 
in the matter of relative focus for objects 
at different distances ? Taking, for instance, 
the view with focus concentrated on the 
hammers, clearly this, while most satisfy- 
ing as a picture, is not how the eye would 
see. The more fuzzy image of the hammers 
with sharper definition of muzzle and bird 
comes closer to the sporting impression. 
Again, there is great difficulty in realising 
what the left eye sees. Theoretically, 
it is subservient to the right and should 
blot out all consciousness whatsoever 
of the presence of a pair of barrels viewed 
askance. The photographs tell their own 
story. Let the reader match with ther 
aid his own impressions if he can.

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troubled, for had they not a pair of up- 
standing calipers to define the central 
line of aim? Veterans who had been 
brought up on hammer guns were averse 
to abandoning this means cf centring the 
eye in its view along the rib. They had 
got used to a back-sight and missed it 
when removed. In rifles the back-sight 
is but a means of locating the eye in a 
certain position, actual aiming being the 
correlation of foresight and objective. 
When directing a bullet we ensure cen- 
trality of the eye by viewing the foresight 
through notch or aperture. By contrast 
the more approximate demands of the 
scatter charge are met by so shaping the 
butt that the eye comes into a certain 
position. Be a stock ever so correct 
fitting there is one difficulty that it can 
never overcome. The barrels as viewed 
by the right eye are not vastly different 
in form from the same as viewed by the 
left, hence tendencies for the left eye to 
usurp the functions of its senior partner. 
However disappointing these photographs 
may be they are eloquent of the fact that 
the brain would have no excuse for con- 
fusing the right with the left eye image. 
Therefore, missing to the left is a recent 
complaint induced by the modern system 
of gun construction. We have our correc- 
tors and other devices which seek to replace 
the certain guidance which is gone, but 
they do not quite get there. This problem 
is one which I hope further to elucidate 
with photographs not as yet taken.

Clearly it could only refer to a well 
kept estate of 10,000 or more acres extent. 
The sole information necessary, apart 
from what the figures convey, is that as 
no pheasants have been reared the relation- 
ship of partridges, pheasants and hares 
in the succession of years dealt with is 
entirely natural and therefore a conse- 
quence of weather and related causes. 
Perhaps no other set of figures could better 
convey the ups and downs of the past 
quarter-century than the series in question. 
Since the reader can quite as well pick 
out the abnormal results and comparisons 
as myself there is no need in this text 
to indulge in obvious comment, such 
writing being nearly always tedious to 
wade through. Interesting throughout 
is the greater climatic sensitiveness of 
the partridge as compared with the 
pheasant, the hare column suggesting 
a still greater immunity from the rigours 
of wet seasons.

who has entered in a diary the salient 
features of the seasons here set out in 
result form.

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that the presentation of the above figures 
supplies the groundwork of such a task. 


WHAT AS TO THE PRESENT?

My second edition contains 
these interesting adjuncts. Some of the 
answers are amusingly non-committal, 
several hoping the book would meet with 
the success it deserves, others concentrating 
on the good objects to which the profits 
were to be devoted. Dean Farrar feels 
sure it will be interesting to many readers. 
Lord Roberts, Kipling, Conan Doyle, 
Justice McCarthy, Winston Churchill, J. 
M. Barrie, Helen Mathers, these and others 
in their several ways respond to the 
compliment which has been paid them. 
Selous delivers the highest testimonial of 
all, first to the bravery which permitted 
attacking so dangerous an animal alone 
and on foot with a gun quite unsuited for 
such an encounter; then he goes on to 
vouch for the truth of every item in the 
story which so well fits his own experience 
of wild animals. The gem of the book is 
the triumphal march home while the author 
of the deed is being carried away in a 
litter. 


SHOOTING-DOG FIELD TRIALS. 


The situation with regard to field 
trial procedure in the matter of shooting- 
dogs is developing as slowly as one would 
expect having regard to the unbridgable 
gap between opposing interests. The 
efforts of the Kennel Club to mould the 
new Field Trial Association into such a 
shape as would leave it in virtual control 
have so far not procured acquiescence. 
In consequence the new body proceeds 
on its way, aiming at no greater goal than 
to serve as an exchange for harmonising 
the methods of field trials. There has 
been a painful entreaty to bury the hatchet 
and as far as possible restore peace, but 
this hardly reflects the general feeling. 
Strictly speaking no outside governance 
or regulation is necessary for the conduct 
of these trials. They are as nearly as 
possible self-contained units, while admit- 
tedly leading up to a species of champion- 
ship contests for the several breeds con- 
cerned. True, there should be a central 
body, if only to ensure an annual discussion 
and agree on a set of rules. Disciplinary 
machinery, by the test of experience, is 
not necessary in field trials, important as 
it may have proved in the case of dog shows. 
Hence, by all seeming the constitution of 
the Field Trial Association would appear 
best fitted for performing the functions 
in view. The rival claims of the Kennel 
Club are backed mainly by the position 
it has attained in the show world. Its 
authority is unquestioned and whether 
or not it has grown into the position it 
holds it is king de facto But it is not 
monarch of the other realm, and the reason 
why its efforts to become so are resisted 
is that the individuals who to all intents 
wield its authority are not believed to 
possess, anyhow to exercise, the judicial 
frame of mind. What really is wanted is an 
outspoken ‘“‘ Who’s Who” of the Kennel 
Club personnel in this department. When 
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a new departure requiring outside end »rse. 
ment is under consideration a self-el:cteq 
body ought not to object to scrutiny © its 
credentials, also of such popular e: teem 
as it has gained. Even monarchy has 
its limitations, and although some c‘! the 
best work now being done in the \vorld 
is by virtual autocrats it is to their ‘eeds 
that they owe their highest authorit.. If 
smaller views and ambitions are ma ‘ifest 
opposition starts and gains a lead \hich 
cannot be thwarted. Though much of 
this statement is presented in theo: tical 
form it fits the facts as nearly as I have 
been able to ascertain them.

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HISTORY of the early days of 

the British motor industry, pub- 

lished in the Summer Number 

under the title of ‘‘ Cars of Last 

Century,’ demonstrated how, 
while not the makers of the first British 
car, the company now known as Swift 
of Coventry, Limited, has a fair claim to 
the distinction of being the oldest firm 
in the motor and allied industries. The 
industry most closely allied to that of 
the manufacture of motor cars and their 
components is that of cycles and all that 
pertains thereto; the alliance is, indeed, 
so close that the relationship may well be 
described as one of parentage, for it was 
from the cycling industry that the British 
motor industry developed. And_ the 
first firm to make cycles commercially on 
this side of the Channel was that known 
as the Coventry Machinists Co., a name 
which has by easy stages developed into 
the present title of Swift of Coventry, 
Limited. And not only did the Coventry 
Machinists Co. produce commercially the 
first all-British cycle—that was in 1860— 
but in those early days the factory at 
Cheylesmore (Coventry) was a very busy 
nursery for men who were to be the back- 
bone and the pioneers of further growth of 
the cycling movement and in later years 
to achieve similar good work in the develop- 
ment of the motor car and the industry 
that grew up around it. 

As was to be expected from a concern 
that had done so much toward introducing 
the bicycle to the British public, the Swift 
Company was not slow to show its interest 
in mechanically propelled vehicles. And 
from its earliest experiments, from the 
very beginning of its entry into the motor 
movement, the company adopted a policy 
that it follows to-day and which is in 
itself quite a distinction among the ever in- 
creasing members of the motor industry. 
This particular aspect of policy is that 
the public has never been asked to do the 
work of an experimental department in 
the works. Before any model is presented 
to the market it is made the subject of 
extensive experiment and thorough testing 
under the firm’s own supervision and at 
its own expense. Thus the criticism that 
is sometimes levelled, and with justice, 
against some car manufacturers—that they 
place on the market untried models and 
that the purchaser is called upon to conduct, 
at his expense and inconvenience, testing 
that should have been completed before 
he had the car—can never be levelled 
against this Coventry firm. It is, of 
course, a criticism that ought never to be 
applicable to any reputable manufacturer ; 
but, unfortunately, it certainly has applied 
in many cases, and not always has the 
result been the poetically just one that the 
firm has gone out of business. To-day 
this adequate: testing and proving of new 
models before they are issued is becoming 
the regular rule, for makers have discovered 
that as a mere matter of business any other 
policy does not pay. But it has taken 
much time for the lesson to be learnt, 
and, therefore, all the more credit is due to 
the Swift Co., who adopted the policy 
way back in the nineteenth century and 
have adhered to it ever since. 


PIONEER ECONOMY CARS. 

And from these earliest days up t© 
the present the products of the Swift Co- 
have always been rightly regarded as 
pioneering that aspect of the motor 
movement that is now the dominant 
aspect—the cult of the economy car. 
When other makers were loudly proclaiming 
that no engine of less than 20 h.p. would 
satisfy the reasonable needs of the motor 
tourist, the Swift Co. were successfully 
making and marketing a_two-cylinder 
7 h.p. model, from the success and service 
of which may be directly traced the light 
car of to-day. Though at one period 
styled a cycle car, this Swift model was 
really always more of a light car, in that its 
chassis and transmission were on con- 
ventional lines and the weird and trouble- 
some chains and belts were never revived 
on the products of this companv once they 
had been discarded from those cars dating 
from the period when such transmission 
was the regular thing. 


TWO CURRENT MODELS. 

Two models are now being made and 
both belong essentially to the light car 
sphere, even though the larger is just 
outside the official light car class. The 
smaller car is a miniature four, known as 
the 10 h.p., and the larger, which forms the 
subject of this note, is known as the 12 h.p., 
though the 69mm. bore of its engine gives 
it an R.A.C. rating of 11.9 h.p., which is 
the rating of many popular and officially 
accepted light cars. But its stroke of 
130mm. and total capacity of 1,944C.Cc. 
put the car outside this class and bring it

of three arms that after uniting pass the 
gases vertically downwards through the 
centre of the under-tray, so that heat and 
other undesirable things are kept well 
away from the interior of the car. The 
only other details of note mounted on this 
side of the engine are the oil filler and the 
oil level indicator; lubrication of the 
engine is under pressure to all the crank- 


shaft bearings (three main and the big- ~ 


ends) and other details that need it while 
the cylinder walls and pistons rely on 
splash. 

On the off side of the engine are 
the carburettor, fed by gravity from the 
tank in the scuttle, the magneto and the 
belt-driven dynamo, while on this side 
there are two interesting structural details 
worthy of note. The first is the lay-out 
of the water pipe from the radiator as this 
enters the cylinder block very near its 
aftermost end, passing under the crank- 
case tray between radiator and engine. 
It is a very sensible lay-out and, though 
not quite unique, the Swift deserves credit 
for being one of the very few cars in which 
water is not taken into and out of cylinder 
block at the same end—generally the 
front. Obviously, much better circulation 
is assured if the water has to enter at one 
end and leave at the other, than if both 
entry and exit arein proximity. The second 
detail is the provision of a glass filter for 
the fuel on its way from the main tank to the 
carburettor. On the car tested a very 
ingenious fuel gauge was mounted on the 
filler cap of the fuel tank which, as this 
tank is in the dash and as its filler cap is 
on top of the dash—about the worst

ABOUT CATALOGUES. 


And before leaving this brief summary 
of the Swift chassis specification, just a 
little digression about catalogues. Every 
one of those details which so intrigue the 
potential and hesitating purchaser of a 
car is most concisely described and clearly 
illustrated in the Swift catalogue, which is 
an ideal example of what all motor car 
catalogues should be. But for some 
reason or other that the ordinary man finds 
it impossible to understand no individual 
responsible for a car catalogue, other than 
this Swift, appears to have thought that 
the details of the car he wishes to sell have 
the slightest appeal to the possible 
customer. 

Some catalogues are most bulky and 
elaborate affairs, with all sorts of illus- 
trations of everything except the essential 
details of the cars they pretend to describe 
but generally conceal by a mass of irrelevant 
verbiage. There is one catalogue in exist- 
ence, describing a car that is mostly sold 
in chassis form, that does not even give the 
price of the chassis! In this Swift pro- 
duction the works of the chassis are de- 
scribed pointedly and clearly, and at the 
side of each description there is an illus- 
tration of the part with a very clear plan 
view of the complete chassis by way of a 
full page tail-piece. Not only is this an 
ideal catalogue, it is a very useful book for 
the man who does not know, but wants 
to understand, the working and _ con- 
struction of a modern car, and I know 
of no book that presents these points so 
clearly and so simply. 


BODYWORK AND EQUIPMENT. 


One of the most striking and attractive 
features of the complete Swift car is the 
comfort and commodiousness of its body- 
work. Now that a one-time rival has 
been withdrawn from the market, this 
12 h.p. Swift is in my experience the most 
comfortable car of its engine power on the 
road. The seating is deep and wide, while 
the upholstery is of good quality and 
pleasantly soft, with sensibly designed 
seat angles that ensure the sensation of 
sitting in and not on the car, while at

Interesting details visible in this view of the 

offside of the Swift engine are the glass 

fuel filter, the water pipe to cylinder block, 
carburettor, magneto and dynamo. 
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the same time giving that support to the 
shoulders which some body designers 
appear to think no longer necessary. 
If the idea underlying the error of those 
designers who cannot learn from a body 
like the Swift four-seater is that humanity 
has already accustomed itself to the car 
discomfort that they elect to provide, 
then the idea is quite a fallacy. Many a wise 
purchaser, realising that there is not a 
great deal to choose among chassis of 
approximately the same power in this 
year of grace 1924, will buy a Swift car 
solely for its bodywork and will have no 
cause to regret the choice, however slender 
some ill-informed friends may tell him 
was its basis. 

The equipment of the car is such as 
to compare favourably with that of any 
other on the market, irrespective of price, 
for it includes practically every ordinary 
accessory from luggage grid to screen wiper. 
There are two horns, an electric and a bulb, 
driving mirror and dash lamp, in addition 
to the usual electric equipment and speedo- 
meter and clock, etc., while reference 
to the dash acts as a reminder that that 
of the Swift embodies those very useful 
little pigeon-holes (two of them), in which 
small parcels may be placed. Also the 
too] accommodation is sensible, consisting 
of a box in the form of a dummy fuel 
tank, between the rear dumb irons of the 
chassis, though what happens when tools 
are wanted urgently and the luggage grid 
is occupied I forbear from thinking. There 
was no luggage grid on my Swift, so that the 
game of wheel-changing, at which perforce 
I had to play, went quite smoothly and 
almost pleasantly according to the rules. 
Finally, as regards equipment, there are on 
the Swift the usual side curtains that open 
with the doors and that may be used with- 
out the hood, and there is also a rear wind- 
screen—a real rear wind-screen, that is, to 
be precise, an M.E., which has six panels 
and can be very easily brought into action, 
though the clip that joins its two halves, 
and (theoretically) makes them rigid, 
would do credit to an Edison, or H. G. 
Wells before he settled down to serious 
novel writing and was giving us gems like 
Time Machine.”’ 


ON THE ROAD. 


A 12 h.p. car carrying the load of a 
Twenty cannot be expected to behave 
precisely as if there were twenty horses 
in its stable—otherwise under its bonnet. 
But this 12 h.p. Swift does very well. Its 
engine is flexible and endowed with a good 
pulling capacity at low speeds, which 
means that as a hill climber the car is 
quite up to all reasonable standards. 
And while at first I felt that the maximum 
speed of 43 m.p.h. was disappointing, 
there soon came a very pleasant surprise, 
for without any apparent reason the engine 
seemed to acquire a considerable access 
of power with the result that the speedo- 
meter needle once went up to the fifty 
mark and stayed there until road condi- 
tions issued a protest that would not be 
denied. 

Now 50 m.p.h. is a very satisfactory 
speed figure for any ordinary car of to- 
day; I am perfectly well acquainted with 
the stories that are always going the rounds 
‘of mile a minute speeds from very ordinary 
cars and of averages of forty miles in the 
hour by drivers that can only be described 
as ordinary out of politeness, but I know 
equally well that, outside the sporting 
class, the cars of less than 20 h.p. that will 
do a mile a minute are extremely rare and 
that among the numerous drivers and 
owners of my acquaintance the only one 
that claims to have covered forty miles 
in the hour with any expectation of being 
regarded seriously is one of our very best 


racing men. Thus the fact that the 12 h.p. 


Swift will cause a Smith speedometer to 
show 50 m.p.h., and that it will maintain 
its 40 m.p.h. quite comfortably, is no 
mean achievement. 
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Internal details of the Swift four-seater. 


The engine is not one of the “ rev- 
ving ’’ type, therefore the highest speeds 
attainable on indirect ratios are not im- 
pressive, nor does the engine like being 
pushed to really useful speed figures even 
on third. Rather is the unit one of the 
slogging and long living kind. Indeed, 
long life always has been a strong Swift 
asset, whether regarded as an engine, 
chassis or complete car feature, and while 
this 1924 12 h.p. model was in my hands 
I met quite a number of old two-cylinder 
sevens whose owners seemed very pleased 
to possess them. 

Little comment is called for by other 
detail aspects of road performance. The 
gear change was just about normal as 
also was the clutch, while the suspension 
was such as to give rather more comfort 
than one has a right to expect on the comic 
tracks that are graced by the name of 
roads in the Chertsey area of Surrey. The 
steering of the car is very fair and at 
ordinary touring speeds is quite good, but 
the Swift is obviously not a car designed 
for travelling at high speeds, and those 
who take full advantage of the 50 m.p.h. 
capacity must realise that they are asking 
for more than the car is intended to give, 
even though it is capable of answering 
the appeal when made. It is one thing to 
have a car capable of a given maximum 
speed and quite another to make regular 
use of that capacity. 

If an owner is prepared to be content 
with a maximum of 4o m.p.h. under all 
ordinary circumstances and to treat his 
car approximately as its makers intended 
it to be treated and not to try to convert 
a steady, willing tourer into a pseudo racing 
monster, he will find in this 12 h.p. Swift 
a car friend whose friendship will last 
through many years of road travel and 
that will stand that most severe of all 
the tests of friendship—neglect. For this 
is an ideal example of those chassis that 
are capable of looking after themselves 
and that demand a minimum of attention 
from the non-mechanical owner.

of the car be known. 

And so we get the ton mileage method 
of expressing fuel consumption. It indi- 
cates the number of miles for every ton 
of its weight that a car will do on a given 
quantity of fuel. Thus “ Thirty ton miles 
per gallon’ indicates that a car weighing 
one ton will do thirty miles on a gallon 
of fuel or that a car weighing two tons will 
do fifteen miles on the same quantity, 
and soon. This, then, is a genuine method 
of comparison among cars of different 
types and sizes. A 4o h.p. car weighing 
two tons that will do twenty miles on a 
gallon of fuel is unquestionably a more 
genuinely economical car and _ better 
designed than one of a quarter the power 
and half the weight that will only do 
thirty miles on a gallon, though the fact 
is not obvious from a mere consideration 
of the actual consumption figures. Thirty 
miles per gallon certainly sounds mcre 
economical than twenty ! 

In a general way the ton mileage con- 
sumption figures of the average private 
car are not by any means as good as they 
ought to be. Quite a common figure for 
the heavy goods or passenger-carrying 
public service vehicle is well over fifty- 
five ton miles per gallon, but the average 
ton mileage of the cars in the recent small 
car trials was only 33.76 per gallon and 
this is probably higher than the figure 
attained by the majority of cars in private 
service. 

The Vesey Cup Trial recently run 
by a Midlands Club is an event in 
which the premier award is based on the 
ton mileage fuel consumption of the cars 
and this year was won by a 14 h.p. Bean 
with the extraordinarily good figure of 
69.77. But, unfortunately, the published 
results are not so useful as they would have 
been had they given in addition to the 
ton mileage figures the actual amount of 
fuel consumed by the cars or their running 
weights. 
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Cheap Petrol. 


LTHOCUGH the imports of fuel oil 
A= motor spirit for the past month 
or two have broken all records, 
there is no sign that the big distributing 
companies have any idea of reducing 
prices. We have been told many times 
in the past that the ruling price of motor 


spirit is purely a matter of supply and_ 


demand, and from this obvious platitude 
the natural deduction would appear to 
be that, as imports increase without any 
apparent or corresponding increase in 
consumption, prices would fall. Of course, 
the rate of consumption is on the continual 


increase, but not so rapid as has been the . 


recent increase in the amount of fuel 
imported. 

But, whatever the action of the 
“oil ring’? with regard to the best known 
brands of motor spirit on the market, 
the motorist who has to consider his fuel 
bills has now offered to him spirit at 
prices much lower than those of the 
leading brands. All round London there 
are springing up supply depots from which 
fuel may be obtained at 1s. 5d. per gallon, 
as contrasted with the 1s. 11d. of the 
branded spirits. Many car owners are 
fighting shy of the new spirit because, 
knowing little about its origin or about 
those responsible for its marketing, they 
fear that the saving of 6d. a gallon may 
have to be paid for in other directions. 
Low-priced petrol would not be cheap 
if it made starting’ extremely difficult 
or if it had such harmful ‘effect on the 
lubricating oil as to ruin the bearings 
of an engine. 

Having used this cheaper spirit for 
several months, we are now in a position 
to give the assurance that not only is it 
quite harmless, but that, in so far as the 
performance of the car is concerned, it 
is quite as good as the ordinary 1s. 11d. 
brands. Admittedly of slightly higher 
specific gravity, it may give a slightly 
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better mileage per gallon, but the rather 
more difficult starting that would also 
be anticipated is an objection that we 
have not found to materialise in prac- 
tice, irrespective of the car in whic! it 
is used. Indeed, we have tested the spirit 
under two extreme conditions. We have 
used it in a high-speed high-efficiency car 
engine and in a low-speed low-efficicncy 
boat engine. A greater contrast in con- 
ditions of use it would be difficult to 
conceive, but under both circumstances 
the spirit has never given a moment’s 
trouble or any suggestion of inferiority 
to the popular brands in any respect, 
We have not found any noteworthy im- 
provement in the miles obtainable from 
a gallon, but neither have we noticed 
any loss of ease in starting up from cold, 
even in unfavourable weather; nor has 
there been any pronounced tendency to 
pinking in an engine that sadly needs 
decarbonising. Indeed, in this _ respect 
the low-priced spirit has shown a marked 
superiority over the 1s. 11d. brands and 
very little inferiority to National benzol 
mixture. 

Of the actual constitution of this 
cheap spirit we are not qualified to speak ; 
but whether the suggestion that it con- 
sists of a mixture of the best qualities 
of the known brands with paraffin is 
true or not would seem to be immaterial 
in view of the results obtained on the road. 
And, after all, the true test of a motor 
spirit is in the burning.

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are suggested to the present rate of taxa- 
tion with the effect of making the con- 
tributions paid by heavy vehicles higher 
than they are at present, but these in- 
creases are by no means proportionate 
to the greater damage done to the roads 
by these heavy vehicles as compared with 
the private cars, and the whole basis of 
mechanically propelled vehicle taxation is, 
in theory at least, that the vehicle shall 
pay according to its wear and tear of the 
roads. In practice almost every principle 
laid down when the present system of 
taxation was introduced goes by the 
board. 

This committee and its work are but 
another stage, and a perfectly fitting stage, 
in the farcical and entirely unjust juggling 
by which the taxation of motorists has 
been introduced and is being maintained. 
Immediately the constitution of the com- 
mittee was announced the result of its 
deliberations was prophesied to be exactly 
what it is, and so nearly three years of wait- 
ing and deliberation have been completely 
wasted. The sittings of the committee 
have been little more than a repetition 
of the farce of the original committee 
that “‘ recommended ”’ to the then Minister 
of Transport the present system of taxation 
—recommended because this _ original 
committee was told that no other system 
would be considered. 

And when a year’s trial had proved 
the weakness and injustice of the taxation 
basis thus established, this committee 
that has just issued its report was set 
up to enquire into the whole question, 
but was so constituted that the result of 
its enquiry was a foregone conclusion. 
The Government representatives attended 
the committee with a strong prejudice 
against a re-introduction of the fuel tax, 
but apparently open to conviction that 
their prejudices were ill-founded. But 
the strongest members of the body were 
the representatives of the heavy vehicle 
big mileage interests, whose object it was 
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to fight against a fuel tax and to secure the 
retention of taxation on a weight or pas- 
senger capacity basis at all costs. And 
very naturally they have won the day. 


ELIMINATING THE SMALL MAN. 


Nothing but a fuel tax ensures the 
payment of a just contribution according 
to use and road damage by the mechanically 
propelled vehicle, and on any other basis the 
greater the mileage covered by any vehicle 
the lower its contribution per mile to road 
costs. Any increase in the rate of payment 
by these heavy vehicles will have only one 
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go out of business or he will contribute 
very usefully to the increased road damage 
caused by the big transport companies. 
It was urged almost ad nausean: in 
the committee that a fuel tax could not 
be satisfactorily applied on account of the 
difficulties of collection and the ease of 
evasion. But these objections seem to 
find little support outside the rooms of 
these fantastic committees. Only those 
whose pockets would be deeply affected 
by the fuel tax can see these objections 
to the system and they represent a 
very tiny proportion of the mechanically

effect—it will serve still further towards 
the elimination of the small man and will 
react to the benefit of the big concern in 
two ways: it will reduce competition and 
it will encourage the extended working 
of the vehicles so that the tax cost per 
mile may be kept down to its present 
level or even reduced. The small man 
cannot adopt such means of meeting 
the increased charges and he will either

There is no keener supporter of a fuel 
tax than the owner of one or two lorries or 
chars-a-bancs which, as a rule, are not in 
use every day of the year. 

The Government seems to be imbued 
with the idea, pronounced by the first 
Minister of Transport, that a fuel tax is 
unworkable, and, therefore, the clever and 
almost unscrupulous arguments urged by 
the big mileage interests to the same end 
fall on willing ears. But outside this 
prejudiced circle the arguments are met 
and to an unprejudiced observer suc- 
cessfully countered. 

From the point of view of the private 
motorist the three years that this com- 
mittee has occupied have been entirely 
wasted. But the car owner has a very 
good cause for complaint quite apart from 
the failure to rectify an unjust and illogical 
basis of taxation. It is that when the 
pound per horse power tax was introduced 
it was accompanied by a promise that if 
the total revenue therefrom exceeded 
£8,000,000 per annum, then some remission 
would be called for and would be granted. 
This was a Ministerial promise and appears 
to have been worth about the same as 
most Ministerial pronouncements. The 
revenue from motor taxation is now nearly 
double this specified requirement, but no 
concession whatever is to be made to the 
largest section of motorists and the section 
that provides the greater part of the total 
revenue. There has been ground for the 
belief that a remission of something like 
25 per cent. in the amount of the tax 
would be made for 1925—i.e., that 
the tax per horse-power would be 15s. 
instead of f£1—but even this hope is 
shattered. 

The committee deserves congratula- 
tion for having maintained and embellished 
the traditions of one of the best official 
farces of recent years. Beyond this it 
seems to have done nothing but waste 
time and money. Lex.

HE beautifully produced Dunlop 

Book with its notes on British 

touring, maps and descriptions of 
wayside villages, big cities and popular 
touring centres is now a classic. But its 
price is such as to limit its appeal and it 
has just been supplemented by the Dunlop 
Guide, which is a more concise and in 
some ways a more informative compendium 
of information for the motorist in Great 
Britain. The body of the book is devoted 
to an A.B.C. guide of the towns and places 
of interest, giving all such information 
about these places that the traveller is 
likely to require, such as distance from 
London, way in and out, with large scale 
plans for all big towns, features of interest 
and particulars of hotels and garages and 
their accommodation and, where possible, 
their prices. An entirely new feature among 
such information is a list of parking places 
for cars in the chief towns, so that the 
visiting motorist may know where he may 
leave his car with the least risk of police 
interference, while another indication that 
will be useful with reference to the police 
is a list of special speed limits. 

The first part of the book contains 
some very useful contour road maps, 
giving all first and second class roads on a 
scale of sixteen miles to an inch, while 
the latter portion is devoted to over fifty 
pages of useful information. In _ this 
section, besides notes on the care and use 
of tyres, with some interesting comments 
on balloon tyres, there are such things as 
Hints on Motor Touring (both home and 
foreign), diagrams of road signals for the 
use of drivers, ferries in Scotland and 
particulars of the newly instituted Dunlop 
Touring Service Bureau, with perforated 
forms that may be used for applying 
for information from it on any projected 
tour. 

The town plans of the book are 
specially good, while the information and 
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instructions given about London are 
unique for a work of this character. There 
are no fewer than three London maps, giving 
the best way through and round the town ; 
while every bit of information really 
useful to the motoring visitor to the 
Metropolis is concisely summarised, from 
a list of hotels and repairers to a list of 
parking places and detailed instructions 
for getting out of the town in any desired 
direction. 

Finally, there are two eminently 
practical respects in which this Dunlop 
Guide scores over other publications 
having the same function. The first is in 
its printing, for the type is legible and 
clear throughout, being much larger than 
the usual for any guide book, and no 
fanciful abbreviations are used which 
necessitate continual reference to an 
explanatory table for proper understanding 
of the instructions given. The second is 
that the paper is of a special quality that 
will resist the attacks of damp, so that 
the book may be used in the car with 
exceptional ease. This the first all-British 
comprehensive guide of British roads, is 
published for the Dunlop Rubber Co., 
Limited, at a price of 5s., by Messrs. Ed.

The Ford Comes of Age.—Whatever 
views may be held about the Ford car, 
there is no room for difference of opinion 
on the value of its services to the auto- 
mobile movement. Last month the now 
huge organisation responsible for its pro- 
duction came of age and celebrated simul- 
taneously the manufacture of its ten 
millionth car. In that period of twenty- 
one years the Company has increased its 
pay-roll from 93 to over 160,000 hands, 
It was in 1911 that the English company 
was eStablished, and from that time its 
policy has been to increase the proportion 
of British labour and material in the car.

The a Hat, by Michael Arlen. (Collins, 
7s. 6d. 

ONCE more a cynic has been found out and 
is revealed to the world as a sentimentalist. 
It is curious, this reputation fox heartlessness 
that seems to attach to a writer with a soft 
heart who has also a pretty wit. Our Shaws 
and Thackerays who scoff at mankind reveal 
inevitably the cloven hoof of sentimentality. 
Perhaps, feeling more deeply than most of us 
the wrongs and inequalities of life, they must 
harp upon them more continually and bitterly. 
Or, perhaps, when they scoffed they were 
pretending, and were only trying to be funny. 
Mr. Michael Arlen, at any rate, has put an 
end to his career as a cynic; his epigrams 
and his aphorisms are as brilliant as—or more 
so than—formerly ; but for an unabashed 
portrayal of human beings trying to be noble 
he could not be outdone by a “ best-seller.” 
Perhaps, indeed, he has written a “ best- 
seller ” by accident ; if so, it is also a fine work 
of art. For sheer delicacy and subtlety of pre- 
sentment, this story of the ‘‘ shameless, shame- 
ful lady,”’ wearer of the Green Hat, is unique. 
It is a frank story, frank even for the modern 
novel, and those who dislike frankness should 
steer clear of it. The history of the lady ‘‘ with 
a pagan body and a Chislehurst mind” in 
any case could not have been told otherwise ; 
and it would have been a great pity if it had 
not been told at all. This is a brilliantly clever 
novel, and easily Mr. Arlen’s best. 


David of King’s, by E. F. Benson. (Hodder 
and Stoughton, 7s. 6d.) 

I LIKE David of King’s, just as I liked ‘ David 
Blaize,’”’ because Mr. Benson’s wit and bril- 
liance and the urgency of his imagination 
have here alighted upon a very congenial subject. 
There is no feeling that the ventriloquist is 
at work—M1. Benson is a marvellously clever 
ventriloquist at times—for David and_ his 
friends speak in a language that is natural to 
them and, in fact, the lightness and brightness 
of Mr. Benson’s touch emphasise not the 
woodenness of inanimate figures, but the 
bubbling vitality of real human beings. The 
author’s knowledge of young men is derived 
from a close acquaintance with them. Naturally 
he is familiar with all types, but I am old- 
fashioned enough to be glad that he is old- 
fashiored enough to choose for his dramatis 
persone the clean, joyous, healthy-minded, 
serious-of-purpose youth of whom there are 
still plenty in the English Universities to-day. 
I may not have been a wiser person when I 
had finished the history of David’s university 
career, but I was at any rate a rested, refreshed 
and hopeful one.—J. 


Blue Water, by Arthur Sturges Hildebrand. 
(Jonathan Cape, 12s. 6d.) 
THE blue water is, of course, that of the Medi- 
terranean, but Mr. Hildebrand and his two 
companions see more of it and get to know 
it more intimately than do most of its visitors. 
They go to Athens from Glasgow in a fifteen- 
ton yawl, finishing their cruise, which has 
included some diversions to Paris and Con- 
stantinople, by ordinary steamer and train from 
Marseilles, where they sell the Caltha, which 
they went to Glasgow from America to buy. 
Although starting in America, this glorious 
adventure is recorded in an English of more 
than ordinary merit and charm, so that the 
reader almost forgives the rational as opposed 
to reasonable spelling as he floats along with 
the often poetically told narrative. The book 
is a record of keen and lively impressions 
rather than a chronicle, and it has been written 
to interest and amuse rather than instruct. 
But the men at the helm of the Caltha are 
real yachtsmen, and their handling of their 
craft in fair waters and: in foul calls forth 


‘genuine admiration. There is just enough of 


the sailing element to give the book a special 
appeal to the sailing man, while the mere 
voyageur will be intrigued by the often brilliant 
descriptions of places visited. Thus, Holyhead 
is ‘“ a frontier town of the ocean set on a salient 
of the Western Front,” which balances the 
amusement of the travellers in the train to 
Carnarvon “‘ with the delightful Welsh names : 
“Pen Cw on a sign beside the road and 
LNWR on the trainmen’s caps.’ ” 


The Principles and Practice of Fly and 
Bait Casting. by Reginald D. Hughes. 
(Adam and Charles Black, 5s. net.) 

IN this work, useful alike to the average angler 

and the novice, the author has spared no pains 


in being succinct and explanatory. He starts 
with the axiom that in casting absence of effort 
is synonymous with efficiency. Casting as 
applied to bait as well as fly-casting, he main- 
tains, 1s a most health-giving practice and 
even improves one’s golf and tennis. To 
avoid confusion he resolves the nomenclature 
of various modes of casting into two heads, 
viz., two motion and continuous motion, and 
proceeds to enlarge very fully on these, both 
with a single-handed rod and one requiring 
both hands. Stress is laid on timing casts 
correctly, especially with regard to the indis- 
pensable pause immediately following the 
backward switch. ‘The important matter of 
shooting extra line is clearly dealt with, as 
well as other minutiz known to the expert. 
Part II deals equally elaborately, yet lucidly, 
with the methods of throwing bait to what 
would appear phenomenal distances to the 
beginner. But Mr. Hughes conscientiously 
elucidates his points, and in such simple lan- 
guage as makes this art quite plain to the tyro. 
Many fishermen will hardly agree with him 
where he argues that bait casting is quite as 
attractive as fly fishing; still it is no wonder 
he is an enthusiast, having been the winner 
of fifty prizes in international casting tourna- 
ments and holding the world’s record for the 
single-handed switch cast of 35yds. with an 
obstacle only 1oft. 4ins. behind. 


Anatolica, by Harry Charles Luke. (Mac- 
millan, 16s.) 

EVER since I read the memoirs of Philippe 
de Novare, who wrote of the Lusignan king- 
dom of Cyprus in the year 1243, I have longed 
to know what le doux pays de Chypre is like 
to-day, whether Famagusta, the castles of St. 
Hilarion and Buffavento still stand, with the 
cinctures and abbeys of romance. And here 
are three essays all about them and _ their 
history and excellent photographs. Mount 
Athos, Petra, the old Seraglio on the Golden 
Horn, Salonika and the Holy Sepulchre are also 
the subjects of essays written by the late 
Assistant Governor of Jerusalem, who seems 
to have contrived to pay official visits to all 
the most interesting places in the Levant at 
moments of crucial importance. Mr. Luke, also 
“sometime commander R.N.V.R.,’’ combines a 
business-like style with modesty and vividness 
of appreciation and a knowledge of Levantine 
literature from Theocritus and the prophets to 
the protocols and ukases of last year, with the 
result that he has produced an _ enchanting 
book that gives us the fruits of years of familiarity 
with thes2 legendary localities. The other day 
at lunch, for instance, a Russian lady mistook 
me for a resident of Tiflis (a delectable city I 
have never even remotely approached). And 
several times in the past week or two I have 
come upon valuable sidelights on such things 
as Turkish portraiture and Armenian archi- 
tecture. The qualities of which Mr. Luke is the 
happy possessor have gone to making the 
pleasantest book on Asia Minor since “‘ Eothen,” 
or at any rate Curzon’s “‘ Monasteries of the 
Levant.”—C. H. 


Krishna Kumari, A_ Historical Drama. 
by E. J. Thompson. (Benns, 3s.) 
ALL too few Englishmen of genius have 
ever known the East. There was eveiy- 
thing in the centuries preceding the British 
dominion that made for the dramatic in life: 
the clash of races and religions ; cruelty aid 
unscrupulousness that passes belief; and 
heroism that was sometimes almost divine. 
Mr. E. J. Thompson, whose poetical g'!ts 
have long been recognised, and who knows 
his India intimately, has selected an incident 
from Rajput history which would have ce- 
lighted the heart of a Marlowe. The ancicnt 
state of Mewar, torn by internal dissensioiis, 
clinging to ideals of heroism long since bar1cn 
and futile, is ground beneath the power of 
the Mahrattas and the freebooters who then 
overran Central India. The English, s ill 
biding their time, appear on the scene only as 
iaterested spectators. The downfal! of Mew:r, 
in itself unremarkable, is lit by the herci:m 
of the Princess Krishna, for whose possess:on 
the great chiefs are besieging the capital. 
Her father has acceded to the suggestion that 
she should die by her own hand to avert tne 
immediate danger, and with a resignation and 
devotion to duty that Hindu sentiment and 
custom have long considered the natural 
qualities of womanhood, she drinks the cup 
presented to her. It is the sacrifice of Alcestis 
once again. The play is good reading and not 
a whit too Oriental for the Western reader.

SUMMER FROCKS 


VARIOUS TYPES OF SIMPLICITY. 


ITH the tub frock, it is 

impossible, for obvious rea- 

sons, to be too simple; and 

there is no getting away from 

the fact that, where young 
girls are concerned, there is nothing more 
becoming and suitable than a fresh-looking 
washing dress. 

I have always a particular penchant 
for ginghams. They are so gay of colour, 
and charmingly checked or plaided they are 
a perfect host in themselves; then, they 
wash, of course, like the proverbial rag. A 
gingham arranged with one of the long 
waist bodices—and how very long waists 
are—and slightly gathered skirt needs no 
extraneous decoration other than a crisp 
organdie or vellum-tinted embroidered 
lawn collar to render it perfectly adorable. 

There are some exceptionally attrac- 
tive green checked ginghams this. season 
that look the epitome of coolness ; while 
others with white grounds are checked 
over in artistic parti and rather vivid 
colours. In the piece these may appeal 
as a little garish and startling, but that 
impression is entirely dispelled once they 
are made up. They never fail, however, 
in standing away from the ordinary. 

A popular feature of the season with 
all manner of tub frocks is the oval-shaped 
front filled in by a contrasting vest, like 
a man’s shirt front—an impression that is 
accentuated when the vest, as frequently 
happens, is made of fine tucked lawn or 
organdie. Or, again, one sees these fill-ups 
fashioned of a fancy checked material 
with self-shade gowns, as was the case 
with a beige linen which boasted a shirt 
front and turn-down collar of checked 
gingham in tones of beige, pink and black ; 
a cool navy blue rep having a similar 
fitment of grey silk checked in pale blue, 
green and red. 

It is these small details and the long 
waist that differentiates the tub frocks 
of this year from those of last. As a 
matter of fact, it is impossible for anyone 
accounting themselves well dressed to wear 
the latter. We thought waists long then, 
but they are positively high by compari- 
son with those now worn. 

It is always interesting to remark 
the difference in a simple frock worn by 
a girl or woman who knows how to put 
on her clothes and by those others who do 
not care or who are indifferent. The one 
invests, the other detracts. Figure and 
deportment have a lot to do in the matter, 
but there are a host of other trifles, such 
as posing a hat at the most becoming 
angle, adjusting a veil, a scarf, the way an 
umbrella is carried, a floral posy pinned 
on. But I could go on endlessly. 

And speaking of cool gowns, an 
important word may be said for wool 
stockinette. Now do not let the word wool 
unnerve you. These loosely woven elastic 
stockinettes are quite extraordinarily light 
in weight and as cool really as cotton. 
They certainly need a youthful and a good 
figure, since their tendency is to cling. 
But when the silhouette revealed is one of 
rounded curves and slight hips, the effect 
is amazingly pleasing. Consequently it 
is this material that has been selected for 
the accompanying original design. A 
cinnamon shade of brown is suggested, 
relieved by touches of darker brown 
soutache embroidery. 

The long, straight pinafore front, 
buttoned either side and falling in slight 
cascades, is both new and effective, and 
the short sleeve quite de rigueur. The 
scarf, either attached or detachable, is 
of crépe de Chine in tone, the Bangkok 
material hat trimmed with an amusing 
chou of the brown soutache. 

What a fight fringe is making again 
for recognition. The present attempt has 
never been equalled for length, however.
